Renney makes first

The former coach of the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers says it’s tough 
to leave a team midway 
through its rebuild.

Renney said his former 
team is still a ways from be¬ 
ing a playoff contender. 

“There’s definitely some 
work to do,” he said.

MLAs elect 
newspeaker 

Gene Zwozdesky — former 
cabinet minister, music con¬ 
ductor and Ukrainian dan¬ 
cer — was literally dragged 
to his chair Wednesday to 
become the new Speaker of 
the Alberta legislature. 

The 63-year-old Progres¬ 
sive Conservative MLA won 
the majority of votes cast by 
all MLAs in secret balloting 
on the floor of the chamber. 

The only other candidate 
was Liberal house leader 
Laurie Blakeman. 

As per parliamentaiy 
tradition, Zwozdesky was 
then mock-dragged by 
Premier Alison Redford 
and Opposition Wildrose 
party Leader Danielle Smith 
from his caucus seat to the 
ornate mahogany throne 
at the south end of the 
chamber. 

He put up particu¬ 
larly fierce “resistance” as 
Redford, at one elbow, and 
Smith, on the other, hauled 
him up the final few steps 
to the Speaker’s chair while 
the other MLAs laughed 
and cheered. 

“I’m both humbled and 
privileged by your support,” 
Zwozdesky told the house. 

“I will do my very ut¬ 
most to ensure we maintain 
that level of support in the 
assembly.” 

He said his priorities as 
Speaker will be to remain 
impartial, raise the profile 
of both his post and that 
of the assembly, and to 
“maintain and, where pos¬ 
sible, improve the civility 
and decorum in this house 
that we all know, love, and 
respect.” 

Eighty-six members 
voted Wednesday. The exact 
totals were not announced. 
There was one spoiled 
ballot. 

Zwozdesky’s new job 
will be to oversee the 
activities of the legislature 
assembly, keeping order 
during debates and ques¬ 
tion period, and making 
sure the rules and preced¬ 
ents are followed.

NAIT has 2 new Ookpiks for 50th anniversary 



The Northern Alberta Insti¬ 
tute of Technology (NAIT) has 
received two new, handcraft¬ 
ed Ookpiks to commemor¬ 
ate their 50th anniversary to 
replace the first Oolcpilc they 
received 48 years ago. 

“I am honoured to accept 
this specially made Oolcpilc, 
a long-standing symbol of 
NAIT. The two handcraft¬ 
ed Oolcs symbolize a long 
tradition of celebrating the 
wholeness of NAIT,” NAIT 
president and CEO Glenn Fel- 
tham said Wednesday. 

NAIT’s original Oolcpilc 
was made from sealskin, and 


was a gift from the Depart¬ 
ment of Northern Affairs and 
National Resources to the 
NAIT Students’ Association in 
1964. 

About five years ago it 
went missing, probably lost 
in the shuffle of a move. After 
NAIT launched a search for 
the Oolc, resident Inuit elder 
Peggy Richardson offered 
to create two Oolcs — in the 
traditional way that she’s 
been making them for years 
— as a replacement. 

“When I was growing up, 
Ookpiks were very special; 
they are the protectors of the 


Inuit. I feel really humbled by 
NAIT and really honoured,” 
said Richardson. 

As a young girl growing 
up in what is now Nunavut, 
Richardson made hundreds of 
Ookpiks for workers on Can¬ 
ada’s Distant Early Warning 
Line, but she hadn’t made one 
in 30 years before creating the 
two new ones. 

The new Ookpiks will be 
on display in the school. 

The reward for finding the 
original Oolcpilc, a five-course 
Chef’s Table for six at Ernest’s 
dining room, still stands.

City archives 
running out 
ofstorage 
space, 
officialsays 

The city needs more 
room to expand its collec¬ 
tion of historical archives 
and artifacts. 

City officials continue 
to consider options such 
as sharing a storage 
facility as they await a 
strategy for building a 
possible City of Edmon¬ 
ton museum. 

“We can’t go out and 
get more high-value large 
articles until we get a 
new facility,” said Roger 
Jevne, director of parks 
and facility development. 

Shared-facility options 
could include the Provin¬ 
cial Archives of Alberta, 
University of Alberta’s 
Museums and Archives, 
Art Gallery of Alberta 
and some of 23 regional 
museums. 

Renovating is another 
option, as is constructing 
two new buildings: one 
in the central core and 
another at Fort Edmon¬ 
ton Park. 

A total of 90,000 arti¬ 
facts are stored at both 
the former O’Keefe Brew¬ 
ery and in displays at Fort 
Edmonton Park, while 
others have been subject 
to deaccessioning. 

But that’s not the only 
reason an expanded facil¬ 
ity is needed. The Prince 
of Wales Armouries, 
home to the city archives, 
is expected to run out of 
room in five years, Jevne 
said. 

The museum study is 
expected to be completed 
in July, at which time 
plans can move forward. 

“Come fall, we’ll have 
a clearer plan,” Jevne 
said.

Penny Headon thinks anyone 
would have done the same:

For Janet Esteves, it was curi¬ 
osity that drove her to uncover 
a burgeoning auto-theft ring.

A Conservative MP says plenty 
of government backbench¬ 
ers share opposition concerns 
about the wide array of contro¬ 
versial measures crammed into 
the massive budget-implemen¬ 
tation bill. 

But British Columbia MP 
David Wilks says there’s noth¬ 
ing a lone member can do 
to defeat the bill or force the 
Harper government to split up 
its 425 pages. 

Wilks made the comments 
during a meeting Tuesday with 
a small group of constituents in 
his Kootenay-Columbia riding. 

Portions of the meeting 
were videotaped and posted 
online Wednesday, prompting 
Wilks to quickly backtrack. 

In the video, Wilks is urged 
by several constituents to vote 
against the omnibus budget 
bill, which features a host of 
non-budgetary measures in¬ 
cluding changes to the environ¬ 
mental-assessment process, 
Old Age Security, immigration 
and Employment Insurance 
rules.

The Quebec government says 
the door remains open to dis¬ 
cussion with students opposed 
to tuition hikes and who have 
been staging daily protests for 
more than 100 days. 

Premier Jean Charest made 
his comments in the national 
assembly Wednesday amid 
reports that an official in the 
Education Department had con¬ 
tacted student leaders. 

It’s unclear what the sides 
might possibly discuss: The gov¬ 
ernment remains committed to 
tuition hikes, and the student 


groups remain staunchly op¬ 
posed to them. There was no 
evidence of any imminent talks 
between the government and 
the three main student groups. 


Student groups were quoted in 
news reports suggesting the ef¬ 
fort would simply be an exercise 
in public relations.

A strike by 4,800 Canadian 
Pacific Railway workers 
means the services of thou¬ 
sands of other employees 
won’t be needed, a spokes¬ 
man for the railway said Wed¬ 
nesday as the federal labour 
minister threatened to force 
an end to the day-old stop¬ 
page. 

“Unfortunately, with this 
unnecessary strike by the 
Teamsters, more than 2,000 
other unionized CP employ¬ 


ees will not be required and 
are being laid off,” said CP’s 
Ed Greenberg. 

“We expect this to grow 
by another 1,400 employees 
as their work, related to the 
operations of the railroad, is 
no longer required.” 

Earlier in Ottawa, Labour 
Minister Lisa Raitt said the 
government is prepared to 
introduce back-to-work legis¬ 
lation if CP and the Teamsters 
Canada Rail Conference can’t 


reach a deal. 

“They have to be aware 
of the fact that the Canadian 
government will step in on 
the basis of the national econ¬ 
omy and the greater public 
interest at some point,” she 
said. 

A prolonged strike would 
cost the Canadian economy 
an estimated $540 million a 
week, Raitt said, calling that 
figure “conservative.”

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Egyptians vote in 
historic elections 



Democracy. Citizens 
have 13 candidates 
to choose from 


More than 15 months after 
autocratic leader Hosni Mubar¬ 
ak’s ouster, Egyptians streamed 
to polling stations Wednesday 
to freely choose a president for 
the first time in generations. 
Waiting hours in line, some 
debated to the last minute over 
their vote in a historic elec¬ 
tion pitting old regime figures 
against ascending Islamists. 

A sense of amazement at 
having a choice in the Arab 
world’s first truly competitive 
presidential election pervaded 
the crowds in fine. At the same 
time, voters were fervent with 
expectations over where a new 
leader will take a country that 
has been in turmoil ever since 
its ruler for nearly 30 years was 
toppled by mass protests. 

Some backed Mubarak-era 
veterans, believing they can 
bring stability after months of 
rising crime, a crumbling econ¬ 
omy and bloody riots. Others

Islamists, particularly the 
Muslim Brotherhood, saw their 
chance to lead a country where 
they were repressed for decades 
and to implement their version 
of Islamic law. Their critics re¬ 
coiled, fearing theocracy. 

“You can’t tell me, ‘Vote for 
this or else you’re a sinner!”’ 


Wael Ramadan argued with 
an Islamist-backer in line at a 
polling station in the impover¬ 
ished Cairo neighbourhood of 
Basateen. “We never said that,” 
protested the man. “Yes, you 
did,” Ramadan shot back. 

“The revolution changed a 
lot, for good and bad,” Rama¬ 
dan said afterward. “The good 
thing is all this freedom. We 
are here and putting up with 
the trouble of waiting in line 
for electing a president. My 
vote matters ... Now we want a 


president who has a vision.” 

A field of 13 candidates is 
running in Wednesday and 
Thursday’s voting. The two- 
day first run is not expected to 
produce an outright winner, so 
a runoff between the two top 
vote-getters will be held June 
16-17. The winner will be an¬ 
nounced June 21. Around 50 
million people are eligible to 
vote. Turnout so far appeared 
moderate, and Wednesday’s 
vote was extended another

A doctor who helped the CIA 
hunt down Osama bin Laden 
was convicted Wednesday of 
conspiring against the state 
and sentenced to 33 years in 
prison, adding new strains to 
an already deeply troubled 
relationship between the U.S.

Pakistan to release the doc¬

killed him in May 2011 in a 
unilateral raid. 

The lengthy sentence 
against Dr. Shalcil Afridi will 
be taken as another sign of 
Pakistan’s defiance of Amer¬ 
ican wishes. It could give fur¬ 
ther fuel to critics in the U.S. 
that Pakistan — which has yet 
to arrest anyone for helping 
shelter bin Laden — should 
not be treated as an ally.

DNA tests should 
confirm whether 
fabled being exists, 
researchers say 


European researchers are plan¬ 
ning to use new techniques to 
analyze DNA that could help 
crack the mysteiy of whether 
Bigfoot exists. 

In a project announced this 
week, Oxford University and 
Lausanne Museum of Zoology 
scientists appealed to mu¬ 
seums, scientists and Yeti afi¬ 
cionados to share hair samples 
thought to be from the myth¬ 
ical ape-lilce creature. 

New genetic tests will be 
done on just a few strands of 
hair and should be completed 
within weeks. Even if the sam-

pie is judged to come from an 
unknown species, scientists 
should be able to tell how close¬ 
ly it is related to other species, 


including apes or humans. 

Bryan Sykes of Oxford Uni¬ 
versity said the group had al¬ 
ready received many offers of 
samples to test, including blood 
and hair, as well as items sup¬ 
posedly chewed by Bigfoot. 
Sykes and colleagues plan to 
sift through the samples for the 
next few months before decid¬ 
ing which specimens to test. 
They will then publish their re¬ 
sults in a peer-reviewed journal. 

Other experts agreed recent 
advances made in DNA testing 
could theoretically solve the 
Bigfoot question. 

“If the Yeti is real and some¬ 
body has found bits of their 
hair, you should be able to tell 
from the DNA in the hair if this 
is actually a Yeti,” said Mark 
Thomas, a professor of evolu¬ 
tionary genetics at University 
College London. He is not con¬ 
nected to the Bigfoot project.

Runaway’s 
mom files 
lawsuit 


Texas. Girl gave 
authorities wrong 
name, was deported to 
Colombia, where she 
became pregnant 


The mother of a Texas teenage 
runaway who gave authorities 
a false name and wound up 
deported to South America has 
filed a federal civil-rights law¬ 
suit against officials with the 
Justice Department and Home¬ 
land Security contending her 
daughter was illegally detained 
and deported. 

The suit, filed Tuesday by 
Johnisa Turner on behalf of her 
daughter Jalcadrien Turner, is 
asking for $15 million in dam¬ 
ages. It also discloses publicly 
for the first time that while in 
Colombia, Jalcadrien Turner be¬ 
came pregnant by a 29-year-old 
man. 

Jalcadrien Turner, who was 
14 at the time, was picked up for 
shoplifting last year at a Hous¬ 
ton mall and identified herself 
to authorities as a 21-year-old 
Colombian national. She sub¬ 
sequently was deported and 
spent seven months in Colom¬ 
bia living in shelters before she 
was returned to the U.S. in Janu¬ 
ary after her grandmother and 
Dallas police tracked her down. 
The teenager’s attorney, Ray

Oilsands. Treasury 
Board president takes 
aim at NDP leader's 
claims during speech 
in Calgary 


Federal Treasury Board 
President Tony Clement used a 
speech in the heart of Canada’s 
oil and gas sector to launch an 
attack on NDP Leader Thomas 
Mulcair and his dim view of 
Canada’s resource industry. 

Mulcair charges that 
booming energy exports, 
particularly from the oil- 
sands, have created an artifi¬ 
cially high dollar that has, in 


turn, hollowed out Canada’s 
manufacturing sector — a phe¬ 
nomenon dubbed the “Dutch 
disease.” 

“This is a reckless and ir¬ 
responsible ideology that is 
bad for Alberta, it’s bad for my 
home province of Ontario and 
quite frankly, it’s bad for Can¬ 
ada,” Clement said Wednesday 
in a morning speech to the Cal¬ 
gary Chamber of Commerce. 

“He has proposed to cure 
the disease with much higher 
taxes, more burdensome regu¬ 
lations and endless red tape,” 
he added. 

“I can name many com¬ 
munities in Ontario and Que¬ 
bec whose manufacturing has 
been saved by customers in 


the oil and gas and mining sec¬ 
tors.” 

Mulcair has insisted that 
statistics on manufacturing 
job losses are “irrefutable”’ 
and that “everyone” agrees 
more than half of those losses 
are the direct result of the arti¬ 
ficially high Canadian dollar 
created by booming energy 
exports, particularly from Al¬ 
berta’s oilsands. 

Clement said the only logic¬ 
al conclusion from Mulcair’s 
musings would be that the 
NDP would “undoubtedly crip¬ 
ple an important and growing 
sector in Canada’s economy.” 

Mulcair’s views have an¬ 
gered Alberta Premier Alison 
Redford and Saskatchewan’s 


Brad Wall. 

Redford has said she won’t 
meet with Mulcair until he vis¬ 
its the Fort McMurray region 
to educate himself about the 
oilsands. Mulcair is to fly into 
Edmonton for meetings at the 
end of the month. 

“I toured the oilsands my¬ 
self about four years ago and 
it’s very helpful,” Clement told 
reporters. “I hope he does see 
things with a critical but open 
eye and I think he will be im¬ 
pressed.” 

Clement said the Conserva¬ 
tive government doesn’t want 
the kind of rhetoric being 
spouted by the NDP to take 
hold and couldn’t let it go un¬ 
challenged.

Facebook. Stock climbs 
as investors file lawsuits 


Facebook’s fourth day of trad¬ 
ing as a public company saw 
an increase in the company’s 
stock price and shareholder 
lawsuits related to the social 
network’s botched initial pub¬ 
lic offering. 

Facebook’s stock climbed 
$1, or 3.2 per cent, to close at 
$32 US on Wednesday. But the 
gain was only a small reprieve 
for shareholders. The stock’s 
rocky inaugural trading day 
Friday was followed by a two- 
day decline. The stock is still 
trading nearly 16 per cent 
below its $38 IPO price. 

The initial public trading of 
Facebook’s stock was tarnished 
Friday morning by a half-hour 
delay, caused by glitches on the 
Nasdaq. It was marred further 
this week as investors began ac¬ 
cusing the banks that arranged 
the IPO of sharing important 
information about Facebook’s 
business prospects with some 
clients and not others. 

Several shareholders who 
bought stock in the IPO have 
filed lawsuits against Face- 
book, its executives and Mor¬ 
gan Stanley, the IPO’s lead

Canadianyouth 
better positioned 
thanmostinG7, 
studyfinds 

Canada’s youth are more 
likely to be working or seek¬ 
ing an education than many 
of their counterparts in other 
G7 nations, the country’s 
leading statistical agency sug¬ 
gested Wednesday. 

A new study from 
Statistics Canada analyzed 
the working and educational 
paths of people aged 15 to 
29 in a bid to assess youth 
engagement with the labour 
force. 

The study found that 13 
per cent of the 6.8 million 
Canadians in the age bracket 
were not in education, em¬ 
ployment or training - a meas¬ 
urement known as NEET. 


That score, which has 
remained almost flat for 
the past two decades, is the 
second lowest among G7 
nations, according to the 
Organization for Economic 
Co-Operation and Develop¬ 
ment. Only Germany boasts a 
lower NEET rating of 11.6 per 
cent, while Italy registered 
the highest rating of 21.2 per 
cent. 

Study author Katherine 
Marshall said the NEET indi¬ 
cator has been an effective 
way of measuring youth en¬ 
gagement in Europe since the 
1990s, but is relatively new to 
North American analysts. 

Large numbers of youth 
who are neither pursuing an 
education nor working can 
signal broader systemic issues 
that prevent youth from 
fully participating in society 
as they age, she said, adding 
Canada’s score paints a fairly 
rosy picture, the Canadian press 


Kraft shareholders approve ‘Mondelez’ name 


Kraft Foods says sharehold¬ 
ers approved the name 
“Mondelez” for its new 
global snack food business, 
which may put to rest the 
snickering that initially 
greeted the name. 

The Northfield, Illinois- 
based company said Wed¬ 
nesday the name was ap¬ 
proved by more than 90 per 
cent of shareholders who 
cast a vote. 

The name — pronounced 
mon-dah-LEEZ — will take 


effect when the company 
officially splits into two 
publicly traded companies 
later this year. 

Mondelez International 
Inc. will be home to many 
of the company’s well- 
known global brands, in¬ 
cluding Oreo, Cadbury, 
Nabisco, Tang and Trident. 

The North American gro¬ 
cery business will continue 
to carry the name Kraft and 
include classic brands like 
Velveeta, Miracle Whip and 


Oscar Mayer. 

Kraft on Wednesday also 
unveiled the logo for Mon¬ 
delez, which illustrates the 
company name in a custom- 
made purple font with red 
accents on either side. 

When the name was first 
unveiled in March, Kraft 
carefully explained that it 
was an amalgamation of 
the Latin word for “world” 
and an interpretation of the 
word “delicious.” 

It nevertheless became 


a ready punchline for on¬ 
line commentators and the 
media, with a recent New 
York Post headline reading 
“MONDEWHAAAAT?” and 
Crain’s Chicago Business 
newspaper suggesting it 
bore resemblance to a Rus¬ 
sian term for a sexual act. 

With the new company, 
Kraft is aiming to take on 
competitors in the rapid¬ 
ly growing international 
snaclc-food market.

Pressure mounts on European 
leaders to solve worsening economic crisis 


Europe’s leaders gathered in 
Brussels Wednesday under 
mounting pressure to soften 
their tough-love approach to 
the weaker economies among 
them.

billion US annually from the 
job cuts and other austerity 
measures. 

HP CEO Meg Whitman 
plans to funnel most of the 
savings into developing more 
products and services that 
could help the company adapt 
to technological shifts. Those 
changes are driving demand for 
more mobile computing and 
for software that is provided 
over high-speed internet con¬ 
nections, rather than installed 
on individual computers. 

Investors seemed to be de¬ 


lighted with the shakeup. HP’s 
shares surged $2.42, or more 
than 11 per cent, to $23.50 in 
extended trading Wednesday 
after the announcement. 

News of the cutbacks over¬ 
shadowed the release of HP’s 
latest quarterly results. 

The company earned $1.6 
billion, or 80 cents per share, 
during the three months end¬ 
ing in April, its fiscal second 
quarter. That represented a 31 
per cent decline from $2.3 bil¬ 
lion, or $1.05 per share, at the 
same time last year.

A spokeswoman says the 
movie-rental company has 
secured agreements to set 
up kiosks at Walmart retail 
stores and convenience 
stores operated by Alimen¬ 
tation Couche-Tard Inc.. 

The pilot project will be 


focused on the Toronto and 
Vancouver markets. 

The company, which is 
a division of Coinstar Inc., 
hopes to install 2,000 to 
2,500 kiosks in Canada over 
the next couple of years. 

The DVD-rental business 
has become a wide-open 
market over the past year 
as Blockbuster Video stores 
closed down and Rogers 
began a discount clearance 
of its inventory of rental 
items. 

Redbox built its name 
in the U.S. by renting DVDs 
for $1 per day, though its 
prices have since increased.

$215M increase 


BMO profits rise in 
second quarter 

Bank of Montreal kicked 
off bank-eamings season 
Wednesday with a 27 per 
cent rise in second-quarter 
profits as the bank beat ana¬ 
lyst expectations on stronger 
results in both its U.S. and 
Canadian retail operations. 

BMO said net income rose 
to nearly $1.03 billion, or 
$1.51 per share, for the three 
months ended April 30, an 
increase of $215 million 
from the same time 
last year, before adjustments. 


Revenue grew 19 per cent to 
$3.96 billion. 

Profits at its Canadian 
retail operations grew by 
single digits, but income 
more than doubled in its U.S. 
retail-banking division. 

The bank also highlighted 
a significant drop in its 
provisions for credit losses, 
or money set aside to cover 
bad loans, which fell $102 
million to $195 million. 

BMO’s Canadian personal- 
and commercial-banking 
operations accounted for 
nearly half of the bank’s 
overall profit, rising 7.8 per 
cent or $32 million to $446 
million, the Canadian press 


Warmer-than-usual weather 
across much of the country 
helped retail sales rise 0.4 
per cent in March to $39.1 
billion, more than offsetting 
February’s decline, Statistics 
Canada said Wednesday. 

The gain came as Can¬ 
adian shoppers jumped 
the gun on buying spring 
merchandise, including 
clothing, footwear, bicycles 
as well as lawn-and-garden 
products, the federal agency 
said. 


But it was auto sales that 
contributed the majority of 
the increase. Sales at motor- 
vehicle and parts dealers 
rose 1.2 per cent, with most 
of the gains coming in sales 
of new cars and other motor 
vehicles, including recrea¬ 
tional vehicles, motorcycles 
and boats. 

Gains were reported 
in seven of 11 subsectors, 
representing 56 per cent of 
Canada’s total retail sales.

Interview. Lisa 
Marie Presley more 
comfortable than ever 
following in father’s 
musical footsteps 



After moving across an ocean 
to rural England, Lisa Marie 
Presley found herself as close 
as she’s ever been to her fath¬ 
er, at least musically. 

The only child of Elvis and 
Priscilla Presley started writ¬ 
ing music again after moving 
to Kent, southeast of London, 
several years ago. That led 
to her third album, Storm & 
Grace, produced by T Bone 
Burnett with a slow-rolling, 
swampy but warm Amer¬ 
icana sound. 

It’s more quiet, deliberate 
and intimate than her pop- 
rock-oriented To Whom It 
May Concern from 2003 and 
2005’s Now What. 

She’s settled down person¬ 
ally as well. 

Once known for turbu¬ 
lent, brief marriages to Mi¬ 
chael Jackson and Nicolas 
Cage, she’s now raising three- 
year-old twin daughters Fin¬ 
ley and Harper with her hus¬ 
band of six years, guitarist 
Michael Lockwood. 

She also has two adult 
children, model-actress Riley 
Keough and son Benjamin, 
from her first marriage. 

The 44-year-old singer- 
songwriter said in a recent 
interview that she’d long 
been actively trying to dodge 
her father’s legacy, but now 
feels more comfortable fol¬ 
lowing in his footsteps — at 
least on her own terms. 

Do you feel like the album 
represents your Southern 
roots? 


Presley: It does, but I didn’t 
intend it to do so. It wasn’t 
like I was trying to go cre¬ 
ate a rootsy Southern record. 
I was given a lot of freedom 
and space to write, and I did. 
And that’s what ended up 
happening oddly in England 
of all places. So — ironic. ... 
It’s a good bed for my lyrics 
and vocals to he in, that sort 
of vibe — whatever this is, 
this record. 

How much does your 
father’s music influence 
you? Are you listening to 
it lately, and do you hear 
it differently now than 
you did when you were 
younger? 

Of course. The babies have to 
hear Elvis satellite radio all 
the time in the car. They love 
that. Of course. He’s always 
been a huge influence on me 
my whole life — always. It’s 
the first thing I ever heard. 
It’s not something that I now 
listen to and it’s different, al¬ 
though I might listen closer. 
But I’ve remained consistent 
on the fact that I’ve always 
been an admirer.

more early Elvis than a later 
Elvis? 

It could very well be looked 
at that way. That’s fine. I 
don’t mind that. I embrace 
it. But it wasn’t intended to 
go there. Actually the first 
two (albums), I was intending 
not to go there on purpose.

Malang and baking a tradition¬ 
al pie crust is more challenging 
than this open-concept cherry 
tart pastry.

1. In food processor, pulse flour 
with commeal, sugar and salt.

On a lightly 
floured surface roll dough very 
thinly into a circle measuring 
about 12 inches (30 cm). Don’t 
worry if it’s not perfect. Discard 
any excess dough. Carefully 
wrap dough around rolling 
pin and transfer to parchment 
paper. Sprinkle macaroons in 


centre of circle, leaving a two- 
inch (3.5-cm) border. 

3 . Place cherries in bowl along 
with orange peel, sugar, cinna¬ 
mon and almond extract. Stir 
well to evenly distribute orange 


peel. Turn cherry mixture onto 
macaroons. Fold pastry over 
cherries to enclose, leaving cir¬ 
cle about five inches (12.5 cm) 
in the middle so that you can 
still see fruit. Whisk egg yolk 
with 1 tbsp (15 ml) water then 


bmsh over pastiy. Sprinkle pas¬ 
try with sugar. Bake on bottom 
shelf of preheated oven until 
a golden colour, about 20 to 
23 minutes. Serve warm or at 
room temperature. Delicious

removal, it comes down 
to a little knowledge of 
chemistry. I stopped taking 
chemistry in Grade 10 (big 
mistake!). 

Now, deep breath, this 
is actually relatively easy: 

A great grass remover that 
I have used in the past is 
equal parts of: 


-White Vinegar 

-PH neutral dish soap 

-Water 

Shake all of the above 
well and pour onto the 
spot. 

With a soft brush, re¬ 
move any excess grass, dirt 
or mud from the garment. 

Soak the stained area 
for at least an hour, then 
sponge the stain area with 
additional 50/50 solution 
lightly to remove the stain. 

Let stand a few minutes 
then launder as usual. But 


remember; if the grass stain 
does not come out, don’t 
put it into the dryer. Treat 
the stain again and re-wash. 

This should do the trick. 
Remember that on the PH 
scale, with acid on one side 
and alkaline on the other, 
vinegar, which is an acid, is 
good to remove grass stains. 
Baking soda and borax that 
are alkaline are bad.

Some of us are shower people, 

DIY ideas. When it 
comes to bathtubs, 
North American 
designers are soaking 
up Japanese style 


and some are bathers. 

But there’s a way to be 
both, as the Japanese discov¬ 
ered centuries ago when they 
developed the ofuro, or soak¬ 
ing tub. 

Traditionally, the 

Japanese get clean with 
a shower or hand 
bath and then step 
into an “ofuro,” 
deep 

full of clean 
hot water. 

These tubs 
are often 
large 
enough 
that 
several 
family 


can have a communal soak. 
It’s considered a relaxing and 
important ritual. 

The idea has caught on 
here, and there are now sev¬ 
eral manufacturers making 
ofuro tubs suitable for one 
bather or a couple. 

Usually about 27 inches 
deep, the tubs typically have 
built-in seats, and often a grab 
bar.

Weeping trees: Friends in low places 


Why do some trees weep? 

Because they want to grow 
down. Instead of reaching 
for the sky, as most trees do, 
young stems of weeping trees 
toy only briefly with upward 
growth before arching grace¬ 
fully earthward. Some plants 
begin to weep in earnest only 
after they get some age to 
them. 


Many yards benefit from 
some weeping tree, whether 
it’s a willow along a stream 
bank, a weeping cheriy lend¬ 
ing grace and tranquility to a 
front lawn, or a weeping beech 
providing a hideaway for kids. 

The only caution with 
weeping trees is not to plant 
too many, which might mean 
more than one. Otherwise, the 


scene can look sad indeed. 
Malang new weeping trees 
If the plant is one that roots 
easily from cuttings, you could 
just clip off a branch, stick it 
in the ground or some potting 
soil, and nurture it along. Prob¬ 
lem is that if the tree is a heavy 
weeper, it will never get much 
off the ground. 

To get that weeper up off 


the ground, or to create a 
weeping tree from a plant that 
doesn’t root readily from cut¬ 
tings, graft a stem or bud from 
the weeping plant atop a trunk 
of some upright plant. As with 
any graft, success is possible 
only if the trunk section is 
closely related to the weeping 
stem piece. The graft juncture 
is usually obvious throughout 


the life of the tree. 

To create a real, taller tree 
out of a ground-hugging weep¬ 
er, or if the plant is one that 
doesn’t root readily from cut¬ 
tings, graft a stem or bud from 
the weeping plant atop a trunk 
of some upright plant.

Decor trends. Lost,

— wood artists create 
pieces that honour 
their material's origins 

Industrial designer Robert Hen¬ 
drick was on a tech career track 
out of college until two things 
happened that changed his tra¬ 
jectory. 

First, he bought a company 
that maintains and rebuilds 
railroad tracks. Then he started 
spending Saturdays building 
stuff with his father, Jim. 

“I’d always been fascinated 
by trains and loved the histoiy 
of how they were so instru¬ 
mental in the industrialization 
of America,” says Hendrick, of 
Nashville. 

“Dad was a construction 
exec, and the carpentry shop 
was a weekend diversion. He 
was always salvaging some in¬ 
teresting artifact from a build¬ 
ing that was being tom down. 
When I saw some of the scrap 
rails, I realized there might be 
some beautiful things we could 
make with them.” 

The two launched Rail Yard 
Studios in 2010. Using century- 
old railroad steel and hardwood 
timber, they make one-of-a- 
kind chairs, desks, tables and 
beds. Some of the rails date 
back as far as 1898. Each piece 
is numbered using a salvaged 
date nail that’s been scavenged 
from the tracks themselves. 

Many wood furniture 
artisans are interested, as the 
Hendricks are, in honouring 
the provenance of their ma¬ 
terial, whether it’s repurposed, 
recycled or just reimagined as 
something that can be used in 
the home. 

That creative respect makes 
for some beautiful and in¬ 
triguing pieces. 

Naomi Neilson Howard, 
founder of the company Native 
Trails in San Luis Obispo, Calif., 
uses staves and barrels from 
nearby wineries to make bath¬ 
room vanities for her Vintner’s 
Collection. 

Her Cabernet model has a 
deep, warm patina, the result 
of the oak soaking in red wine 
for several years. The pieces 
have an Old World, weathered 


quality. 

This spring, Howard added 
the Renewal series to her line, 
a departure from the more rus¬ 
tic pieces. She moulds tightly 
grained, compressed bamboo 
into contemporaiy vanities 
such as the Halcyon, a curvy, 
wall-mounted piece fashioned 
from two proprietaiy variet¬ 
als, Caramel Bamboo and the 
darker Woven Strand Bamboo. 

Fred Strawser and David 
Smith have an eponymous 
Brooklyn shop selling refur¬ 
bished and repurposed furnish¬ 
ings whose components started 
life back in Rust Belt factories. 
With its mix of heartland crafts¬ 
manship and modem high 
style, the shop has attracted the 
attention of design enthusiasts 
as far away as Japan.

business took off. 

“Piecing a wall together is 
like a long-form improvisation 
with a permanent outcome.

Reiss will custom design 
a wall for you using locally 
sourced woods such as floor¬ 
ing from old bowling alleys or 
gymnasiums; shiplap; and bam 
siding.

For example, a home- 
owner might not realize that 
a dark countertop contrasting 
with lighter cabinets under¬ 
neath will create a horizontal 
line across the room, making 
the ceiling feel lower and the 
kitchen smaller. 

“One of the main reasons 
that clients hire designers is 
that grasping scale can be dif¬ 
ficult,” says interior designer 
Kyle Schuneman of live Well 
Designs in Los Angeles. 

Quinn, Schuneman and 
decordemon.com founder 
Brian Patrick Flynn offer tips 
on how to work effectively with 
the heights of furniture, drap¬ 
eries and decorative pieces. 

Maximize small spaces 

To make a small or low room 
feel bigger, draw some vertical 
lines, says Schuneman. 

“Hang the curtains all the 
way to the ceiling, not to where 
windows stop. Your eye visually 


feels like the space has been 
lifted,” he says. 

Patterned wallpaper or 
painted stripes on a wall can 
also help do the trick. 

For tile bathrooms and 
kitchen baclcsplashes, Quinn 
suggests hanging rectangular 
subway-style wall tiles verti¬ 
cally, so they appear as tall, 
thin pieces. People normally 
use subway tiles horizontally, 
presenting them as short, wide 
rectangles. 

Bring intimacy to huge spaces 

The same principles work in 
reverse. You can bring a large 
room down to a more comfort¬ 
able scale by adding horizontal 
lines through contrasting col¬ 
ours or added surfaces. 

A kitchen island with sev¬ 
eral levels will make a high- 
ceilinged kitchen feel cozier, 
says Quinn. To decorate a huge 
loft space recently, Schuneman 
used “lower seating profiles for 
all the couches and side chairs, 
and that really land of created a 
nook within a big space.” It be¬ 
came “a room within a room,” 
perfect for intimate conversa¬ 
tion. 

Play with light 

Lighting also can bring a large 
room down to size or add the 
impression of lift to lower ceil¬ 
ings. 

“When spaces are tall, 
grounding them with pendant 
lights or chandeliers really 
makes a space seem more in¬ 
timate,” Flynn says. 

Quinn agrees: We notice 
hanging lights in relation to the 
heads of people standing in a 
room. Lights that hang within a 
few inches of the heads of your 
tallest guests will make even a 
veiy tall room feel warm and 
welcoming. For low-ceilinged 
rooms, try recessed ceiling 
lighting instead of hanging 
lights. 

Quinn suggests choosing 
smaller, pin-point recessed 
lights rather than the wider, 
can lights. The larger ones 
can make you feel as though 
a spotlight is bearing down on 
you. 

Another trick is if your ceil¬ 
ing lighting can be positioned, 
point lights toward the sides of 
the room rather than directly 
downward. This widens and 
opens up the space. 

Add drama 

You can have fun with height 
in bedrooms, Flynn says, even 
if the ceiling is low. “I do this 
by playing with scale and 
proportion in relation to tall, 
architectural headboards or 
platform beds,” he says. 

“Similar to a giant chan¬ 
delier in a grand entry, I love 
walking into a bedroom and 
being greeted by a statement 
bed. To keep a tall headboard 
from being too tall, I counter¬ 
balance it with hefty bedside 
chests, and either hanging 
pendant lamps above them, or 
by bringing in super-tall table

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Conquering Kings 
set sights on cup

NHL. Eighth-seeded

The crowd was dozens deep 
and hundreds wide, screaming 
and chanting and surrounding 
tiie Los Angeles Kings’ cars as 
they drove home after writing 
another improbable chapter 
in the big, mostly empty book 
that holds their franchise his¬ 
tory. 

About 4,000 fans showed up 
at LAX early Wednesday mor¬ 
ning to welcome the Western 
Conference champions back 
from Arizona. Even Game 5 
hero Dustin Penner was awe¬ 
struck. 

“It was like driving down 
a hallway lined with human 
flesh,” said Penner, who scored 
the overtime goal that sent the 
Kings to the Stanley Cup final. 
“You couldn’t see anything 
except people.... It’s not some¬ 
thing that anyone will forget, 
ever, on this Kings team.” 

A remarkable story is un¬ 
folding in Los Angeles, and it’s 
happening at the ideal time. 
Few NHL teams have ever peak¬ 
ed in the post-season more per¬ 
fectly than the eighth-seeded 
Kings, and now they’re four 
wins away from the franchise’s 
first title. 

After a regular season 
rocked by struggles, false starts 
and major changes, the eighth- 
seeded Kings have turned into 
the powerhouse they expected 
to be all season. Los Angeles 
needed only a league record- 
tying 14 playoff games to reach 
its first Stanley Cup final since 
1993, outscoring its opponents 
41-22 and culminating with 
a five-game win over the Coy¬ 


otes. 

The Kings replaced coach 
Terry Murray with Darryl Sut¬ 
ter near mid-season. They 
struggled to score all sea¬ 


son, only fixing their offence 
around the 65th game. They 
didn’t even clinch a playoff 
berth until the day of their 81st 
game, blowing the Pacific Div¬ 


ision title in the final week of 
the season. 

Although captain Dustin 
Brown superstitiously didn’t 
touch the Campbell Bowl dur¬ 
ing the trophy presentation in 
Glendale, Ariz., the Kings have 
earned just the second confer¬ 
ence-title banner for their rath¬ 
er empty wall at Staples Center. 

They’re hoping to add an 
even better trophy in the next 
few weeks.
